So far, the Stones have survived the death of 
two original band members, Brian Jones and Ian .

~ members and other things too numerous t 
mention, if you used all the paper in this maga- 
zine. 

And here yet again things are looking grim in 
the Stones’ corner with bassist Bill Wyman’s 
announcement that he has absolutely quit the 
band for good. Could the mighty Steel Wheels of 
the Rolling Stones be coming to a screeching 
halt?

As for Mick, he’s improving as an actor and 
always has some “‘other than Stone-ly”’ activities 
going on.

Former Ocean City musician John Vanderpool, who 
now lives in the Boston area, landed a killer gig recently 
when he and three other horn players from his Boston- 
based band, The Heavy Metal Horns, were hired to tour 
Europe and the United States as the horn section for the 
rock group Extreme. 


“They (Extreme) were looking to add a horn section and — 


they had heard about us and asked if we'd like to go 
along,’’ Vanderpool said. 

John Vanderpoool, who plays sax, was born in Somers 
Point and grew up in Ocean City. He was first attracted to 
music in grade school. In addition to playing in bands 
with friends in Ocean City, John was in the Ocean City 
High School Band under the direction of Warren Miller. 

After graduation, he joined the Army and played in the 
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High Note With Extreme 


Army Band. His present band, The Heavy Metal Horns, 
have met with critical acclaim in the Boston area and have 
won numerous musical awards, including the Boston 
music Award for Outstanding Club Band and was the 
Boston Phoenix’s best music poll winner for Best Local 

R&B/Soul and Blues Act. John describes the Heavy Metal 
Horns as “’A fringe band that a lot of people don’t know 
where to categorize.” The Horns finished recording a 
couple of tracks for a demo when the offer to tour as 
Extreme’s horn section was made last October. Vander- 
pool said, ‘We hope the exposure will spark some inter- 
est from record companies.” 

John just completed the European tour with Extreme 
and was back visiting in Ocean City for a couple of days 
over the holidays and /n Tune magazine was very for- 
tunate to connect with him between his busy schedule 
for the following interview: 





IN TUNE Exclusive Interview By TOM GARGAN 


T.G.: You just came off the European tour with Ex- 
treme. How was that? 

John Vanderpool: Unbelievable. It was great. It was the 
horn section’s first time over in Europe. Extreme’s been 
over there a couple of other times as a support act for 
Bryan Adams and | know they headlined a club tour over 
there before and they may have headlined one European 
tour on their own. But this is like for their new album. | 
guess they wanted to take a much bigger show over there, 
so adding a new horn section to it obviously added that 
extra dimension to what they do. 

T.G.: Were they impressed with that dimension? 

J.V.: Yeah, | think so. | think the European tour was 
kind of a trial run for the U.S. | mean they’re already very 
popular over there and like | said, they’re doing a longer 
show than they‘ve ever done before. They come out and 
do like their harder-edged rock stuff for the first part of 
the show, then they do their acoustic ballads, then they 
bring the horns out for more of the funkier tunes that 
they do and it kind of closes off the show. 

T.G.: Now you're gearing up for a U.S. tour with Ex- 
treme? 

J.V.: Yeah. Basically they’re doing smaller venues than 
they were doing in Europe to kind of test the water here 
because they haven’t really done a headline tour in the 
States since they were a club act. They’ve done some 
opening slots for like ZZ Topp and on three band bills 
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where they were just the openers. They played some big 
places but not as a headliner themselves. They’re going 
out to more theater-size places like 2,500-3,500 size 
rooms and | think they’re being pretty conservative right 
now about how they’re taking it out. They’re putting 
tickets on sale in areas where they think they’re gonna at 
least sell out plaees. that size. Right now | know there’s 
pretty much the Northeast that they’ve got like Prov- 
idence, Boston, New York, Philly, Baltimore, D.C., and 
from what | understand, tickets especially in Boston 
where they’re from sold out the first show there in two 
hours during that blizzard. 

T.G.: Is it just an East Coast tour? 

J.V.: It's supposed to be like seven or eight weeks and 
it’s supposed to be hitting just about every area. They're 
branching out from where they’re selling tickets and tak- 
ing it from there. The end of March they're definitely 
going to Japan for like 10 days. 

T.G.: Will you be on that? 

J.V.: Yes. Definitely getting a chance to see the world 
with these guys. Quite the experience for us. 

T.G.: How long did the Heavy Metal Horns have to re- 
hearse with Extreme? 

JV.: This is a good one. Essentially we got the call, 
what, like two weeks before they were getting ready to 
go on tour. They knéw about us through mutual friends 
and basically it was like a really last minute thing to take 
the Horns and we didn’t even audition for the thing or 
anything. They just called us up and said they realized we 

“had our own band that was doing very well in the Boston 
area and New England area and they were kind of hesitant 
to say we don’t want to disrupt your band, but we've got 
this opportunity for you guys to go tour Europe and 
make more of a name for yourselves there as well. After 
some serious thought, we decided there was no way we 
could turn this down (laughs). 

T.G.: What were rehearsals like? 

J.V.: They had very specific songs that they wanted 
horns on. We ended up coming in and just pretty much 
taking the stuff off the record. We showed up for the first 
rehearsal essentially and that was like the trial. If this is 
gonna work, we're gonna know about it tonight (laughs). 
We knew a couple of the tunes already that they wanted 
us to play on and we ran ‘em down with them and they 
were like, great!. Basically everyone got along really well 
and | think that was the main thing. | mean obviously you 
have to be able to cut the gig, but it’s a matter of also be- 
ing able to co-exist on the road. So immediately we hit it 
off and the fact that we’d prepared what we thought we 
needed to have for it, came right out and played the stuff 
down, | think they were totally relieved that it wasn't 
gonna be a lot of work. We rehearsed a week in Boston 
before we left and the first date was in Portugal and we 
were at the venue there for four days. We rehearsed for 
three days at the arena that they played there and until 
the first night of the show we hadn’t even gone through 
the whole show once. So the first show was actually the 
first time we played the whole set from beginning to end 
without stopping (big laugh). 

T.G.: Now to focus on you a little bit. When and where 
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did your musical career begin? 

J.V.: Oh boy! Actually back in grade school and high 
school in Ocean City, N.J. | played in some bands in high 
school with some local celebrity types. John and Ed 
Palermo, Todd McKinney, Nick Palermo, Jerry Klaus were 
all involved in the music business; they all are somewhat 
still involved in the music business. John and Ed are in 
New York doing very well. Todd’s in New York. We were 
all into horn bands back in that time like when Chicago 
first came out, Frank Zappa, Sons of Chaplin, Tower of 
Power and Edgar Winter were a big influence on me. 

T.G.: Blood, Sweat and Tears? 

J.V.: Blood, Sweat and Tears! Yes, I’m missing a few 
nere. 

T.G.: I’m sure the experience with Extreme has been fun 
but are you kind of itching to get back on track with your 
band, the Heavy Metal Horns? 

J.V.: To tell you the truth, this is a real big break for the 
Horns and our band as well ‘cause like | said, we are doing 
really well in the Boston area. We're winning awards for

Best Club Act in Boston, Best R&B Soul Blues Band in 
one of the readers’ polls in the Boston Phoenix which is a 
big music-related paper up there. We're starting to get 
some notoriety outside the Boston area and hooking up 
with Extreme obviously is gonna make that happen a lot 
faster than it would’ve just on the club level because these 
guys are definitely on a level beyond that. 

T.G.: Is there a favorite experience you’ve had either on 
the Extreme tour or with the Heavy Metal Horns? 

J.V.: The Heavy Metal Horns band played up at the 
Montreal Jazz Festival last summer on July 4th to prob- 
ably the biggest crowd we've played for. We played two 
shows in front of about 30,000 people and in front of a 
jazz crowd we did a lot of R&B, funk, blues, jazz, reggae, 
calypso, a wide range of things. You know, we're not like 
a jazz band, so to speak, but to someone who just listens 
to nothing but heavy metal, they’d probably think we’re 
a jazz band. But at this jazz festival, we got the most un- 
believable response. | mean people just totally lost their 
minds. After every song, we had to wait for the applause 
to die down before we could go into the next song. It was 
like that crazy. That was a highlight for the band and gave 
us a lot more enthusiasm for what we were doing. As far 
as the Extreme tour, | mean the whole European tour was 
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a blast from beginning to end. The last two nights we 
played at Wembley Arena in front of 11,000-plus people 
each night and they video-taped each night for possible 
future. concert video, whatever. Some serious legends at- 
tended these shows. The second to last show, Roger 
Daltry was there and on the last night, Brian May from 
Queen sat in with the band. A year ago, Extreme played 
Wembley for the Freddie Mercury tribute. 

T.G. Tell us about the Heavey Metal Horns’ CDs that are 
available. 

J.V. We have distribution for it -- Malvern is the dis- 
tributor and it would be available by asking for it at a 
record store like Tower Records.

John Vanderpool will be continuing on Extreme’s U.S. 
tour beginning the end of this month. 
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Gary Cherone Pat Badger 
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At one time of another, each of us realizes there are 
three sides to every story: “yours, mine, and the truth.” 
Such is the case with Extreme’s newest and most impres- 
sive A&M release to date, III Sides To Every Story. While 
there are clearly more than a trio of styles in their varied 
repertoire, Extreme’s new album presents three unique 
sides of their newest story: a single 78-minute CD release 
consisting of three segregated personalities or “sides.” 

“With past Extreme albums,” explains lead vocalist Gary 
Cherone, “musical styles went up and down every two or 
three songs. With this project, we figured we’d separate 
the motion into three parts so it wouldn’t have a roller- 
coaster feel.” 

As unorthodox asa “three-sided album” might seem, it’s 
hardly surprising that Extreme has newly chosen to illus- 
trate three distinctive aspects of their craft. Since signing 
to A&M in 1987, the Boston-based quartet has consist- 
ently proven their songwriting talents to be as diverse as 
they are addicting. Their first chapter of recorded material 
began with the self-described “raunch rhythm and roll” 
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that earned their eponymous debut album an impressive 
300,000 sales. Extreme began to unleash their variety of 
musical interests with the release of Extreme II: Porno- 
graffitti in 1990, which featured everything from the 
aggressive funk-rock driven groove of “Get The Funk 
Out” to the acoustic excellence of the chart-topping 
“Hole Hearted” and “More Than Words,” with stops of 
hard rock (“Decadence Dance’’) and cabaret (“When I 
First Kissed You’’) standing together. 

In addition to showcasing the band’s wide level of 
creativity, Pornograffitti sold over four million albums 
worldwide and opened the world’s stages to their power- 
ful live concerts. Extreme toured some 25 countries in 
four continents, breaking in many for what Kerrang! 
magazine called “manic, no-holds-barred rock ’n roll.” 

It’s easy to understand why Extreme is so popular. 
Cherone’s thought provoking lyrics and dynamic, unin- 
hibited stage presence, Nuno Bettencourt’s critically- 
acclaimed guitar virtuosity and songwriting, Pat Badger’s

Christmas was a little brighter for the residents of the 
Atlantic City Homeless Shelter thanks to the Pleasantville 
Sheraton, Western Images Western Wear, the Texarkana 
Band and about 100 loyal country dancers who braved 
the storm to make someone else’s Christmas merry. 

Dr. T’s club, located in the Sheraton, was the scene of a 
country dance benefit for the homeless shelter on Thurs- 
day, December 10. 

Despite the bad weather, the show-must-go-on attitude 
prevailed. 

While the crowd was smaller than expected, thanks to 
Texarkana’s loyal following of dancers -- the South Jersey 
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LUTHER LEWIS TL HUNTER 
Bootscooters -- the benefit was a success. 

It’s the loyalty of these dancers that sets Texarkana 
apart from the many country bands that are out on the 
circuit, and makes this band a club owner’s dream. 

Texarkana is the Bootscooters’ band of choice to dance 
to; their mix of old and new country has just the right 
amount of 50s and *60s rock ’n roll thrown in for spice. 
The band’s knowledge of not only the dances but the 
dancers lend for a personal party atmosphere. 

Since the Bootscooters follow the band from club to 
club, Texarkana brings their own party wherever they 
play. 

By its third week of offering Thursday Country Dance 
nights, which include country dance lessons, a free buffet, 
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and dancing with the Texarkana, Dr. T’s has seen country 
nights become its busiest nights. 

Texarkana is comprised of four area musicians who had, 
all worked with various bands before joining Texarkana. 

Texarkana was formed in 1988 by drummer/vocalist 
Linda Banks. A lifelong South Jersey resident, Banks has 
been playing in the area since 1969. She named the band 
after the small Texas town where her son, Bill, was born. 

Next to come on board was Luther ‘the Dude” Lewis. 
Besides being one of South Jersey’s hottest guitar players, 
this 22-year-old Wrightstown resident is a crowd favorite 
with his renditions of Dwight Yoakum and Garth Brooks 
that rival the originals. His high energy performance pro- 
vides the band-with an unforgettable stage presence, and 
his off-stage humility delights all who meet him. 

Bassist/vocalist Skip Krauss joined the band in 1990. 
After many years of road work, Krauss settled down in 
Egg Harbor. He brings not only 20 years of road wisdom 
to the band, but adds a driving bottom-end and nice har- 
monies to the band’s sound. 

Guitarist/vocalist T.L. Hunter also joined the band’ in 
1990. An accomplished singer/songwriter with over 25 
years of musical experience, Hunter rounds out the band. 
He is currently promoting his own album, “Square the 
Deal,” on Garden Isle Records, and has been selected to 
compete in the Nashville Network’s 1993 “You Can Be 
A Star” talent show. 

Texarkana has been a favorite in the local dance clubs 
throughout New Jersey and Pennsylvania since their in- 
ception. A big part of that appeal is the fact that they love 
what they’re doing -- playing country music. They’re not 
there for the money and it shows.

Thursday, December 31st, Stabler Arena, Lehigh Univer- 
sity, Bethlehem, Pa. Tonight was the night to mark the 
first of many shows in the Bon Jovi “Keep the Faith” 
tour. Though the show was only announced two weeks 
prior, it was 4full house. 

It has been four long years since we last had the chance 
to see all the boys of Bon Jovi on the stage together. If 
you were one of the lucky ones, you had the chance of 
seeing Jon with Southside Johnny a few years back or even 
Richie Sambora out on the road supporting his solo 
project. Then, of course, there was “Blaze of Glory,” 
Jon Bon Jovi’s solo debut and a well publicized one. 

Though Bon Jovi always stayed in the media, it still 
wasn’t quite enough for the hungry Bon Jovi fans who 
have been eagerly awaiting the return of the band. 

Opening up for Bon Jovi was another band from New 
Jersey, Mr. Reality. Mr. Reality played an acoustic set 
to a very mellow but well receiving crowd. At 10:30 
p.m., the band finished and the road crew started to put 
the finishing touches onto Bon Jovi’s stage. This had to 
have been the longest half an hour I ever waited. 

Tonight’s concert was guaranteed to be full of sur- 
prises, with New Years right around the corner and the 
taping of Bon Jovi’s first two videos. Yes, that’s right, 
tonight Bon Jovi will shoot two new videos live at the 
Stabler Arena. They should be aired on MTV within two 
or three weeks. 

At 11:00 p.m., the house lights were dimmed and the 
audience grew very. excited. Then with flashpots and all,

fifth song, the audience was really pumped and Jon an- 
nounces that they will be video-taping now, so put on 
your best smile for MTV and have fun! 

“In These Arms” was the song being taped, another new 
release from “Keep The Faith.” Next, Bon Jovi performed 
one of Jon’s hits, “Blaze Of Glory.” Then a very short 
break was taken while the stage was being set up for 
video number two. 

After a brief period of silence and anticipation, the band 
came back out to perform “Bed Of Roses,” a very pretty 
but sad love song. At 11:55 p.m., “I’d Die For You” was 
the last song of 1992 to be performed. Now with 20 sec- 
onds remaining, the band prepares for the countdown, 
Jon starts the countdown and at 12:00, the whole arena 
goes absolutely crazy! 

Balloons descend upon the crowd, confetti is being . 
thrown everywhere, and Jon showers the audience with a 
bottle of champagne. Jon starts singing Elvis’ “I Can’t 
Help Falling In Love With You” and then the band joins 
in playing “Bad Medicine.” 

Then, as if we weren’t hyped up enough, the band 
plays “Shout,” a very stimulating party song. ‘“‘Livin’ On 
A Prayer” closed the set for the night. Jon and the band 
left the stage just to be brought back on minutes later. 

By now, the audience doesn’t want to leave and Jon 
promises to play all night if we agree to be video-taped

Who are The Jeff Healey Band? Don’t answer too quick- 
ly. The Canadian trio have enjoyed fabulous success since 
the release in 1988 of their debut album, “See The 
Light.” That maiden effort has to date sold well over one 
million copies in the U.S. alone, while the band’s 1990 
follow-up, “Hell To Pay,” is rapidly nearing platinum. In 
1989, The Jeff Healey Band received a Grammy nomina- 
tion for Best Instrumental Rock Performance. Within the 
next year, the band released “See The Light -- Live In 
London,” a top-selling home video documenting their 
now legendary live performance. The band then co- 
starred opposite Patrick Swayze in the hit action movie 
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“Roadhouse.” A year later, The Jeff Healey Band was 
awarded the Juno (Canada’s Grammies) for Entertainer of 
the Year. 

Jeff Healey is acknowledged by amateurs and experts 
alike to be the seventh wonder of the guitar world. He 
owes his exalted status to two circumstances: 1) He has, 
since the age of one, been blind and since the age of three, 
played the guitar like no one else -- on his lap, fretting 
from above. His hands have been likened to tarantulas, 
creeping across the fretboard. 2) Even if Healey played 
like the rest of the world, his virtuoso technique would 
have put him in a guitar league of his own. 

Guitar Player Magazine named Jeff Best Blues Guitarist/ 
Best New Talent for 1990, and Guitar World and Guitar 
For The Practicing Musician have tracked his career with 
the avidity those publications reserve only for guitar 
heroes. B.B. King openly acknowledged Healey’s bril- 
liance back in 1986, after the two performed on the same 
bill at a Vancouver festival. And Stevie Ray Vaughan, who 
developed a close relationship with Healey, declared that 
the younger artist would “revolutionize guitar playing.” 

Healey, along with his bandmates -- bassist Joe Rockman 
and drummer Tom Stephen -- clearly have come a long 
way since the days when they plied their rocking trade in 
Toronto’s club and bar scene. Now they have released 
what is certain to become their most powerful and suc- 
cessful disc to date, ‘‘Feel This.” 


On “Feel This,” The Jeff Healey Band demonstfates an 
even greater command of its explosive blues-rock power 
than it showed on “See The Light” and ‘Hell To Pay” -- 
quite a claim, when one considers the incendiary quality 
of those two albums. But from the moment the band 
blasts into the first riff on the ZZ Top-ish “Cruel Little 
Number,” this album’s opening track and first single, 
there is the sense that ‘‘Feel This” is special. The tune is 
an absolute screamer, complete with raucous, rocking 
Healey vocal and solo that will set many guitar-loving 
hearts afire. 

“Baby’s Lookin’ Hot” picks up right where ‘Cruel” 
leaves off with a blistering guitar attack that never lets up 
from start to finish. Healey scores again on “Feel This” 
with some beautiful ballads. “‘Lost In Your Eyes,” penned 
by Tom Petty, is a perfect vehicle for Healey’s straight- 
forward vocal style and soaring, celestial leads; ditto for 
“You’re Coming Home.” Healey’s solos are beautiful 
compositions in miniature, perfectly complementing 
singing that is heartfelt yet never maudlin. 

In the past, the band has stretched its talent for ballads 
into some monster hit performances, including (from 
“See The Light”) “Angel Eyes,” a rock radio hit that 
crossed over to become a Top 5 smash hit on Top 40 
radio as well as a mainstay on MTV and VH-1. 

“The whole band has gotten a lot better than it was on 
earlier albums,” says Healey. “Part of this is due to the 
fact that if you keep playing for 90 percent of the year, as 
I have for the last seven years, you start to really put ideas 
into focus. Also, the older I’ve gotten, the more I’ve 
fallen into a school that younger players thumb their 
noses at: the school of ‘less is more.’ I’m playing with 
greater feel, and the more you do that, the more people 
can understand what you’re trying to do.”

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Home At Last Completes, Releases New Recording 
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Locally-based veteran rock band Home At Last has 
completed work on their new cassette EP titled “Warmer 
September,” and it is now available to the public. Re- 
leased on the Smiling Moose label, the cassette contains 
four songs, all written by members of the group. The 
opening and title track is the current closing number on 
live dates, and features, in addition to the members of 
Home At Last, Eric Coslop on keyboards and Patty Balbo 
on additional background vocals. Also included are ‘“‘Can’t 
You Tell,” on which guitarist Ernie Trionfo retros to the 
60s with an electric sitar solo, “Empty Lover,” and an 
alternate “dance” mix of “Can’t You Tell” assembled by 
engineer Bob Kimmel. 

The group cut the tracks at BTU Studio in Glassboro, 
N.J., and did additional work and mixing at Recording At 
Leisure in Somers Point, N.J. Production was by drummer 
Charlie Andaloro, with assistance from Bill Truluck at 
BTU, Bob Kimmel at Recording At Leisure, and the other 
members of Home At Last, bassist Bruce Pike and guitar- 
ists Steve Shurman and Ernie Trionfo. 

Home At Last previously released the ‘‘Line By Line” 
CD in late 1989, but that recording was done live. The 
new recordings are full studio productions and are much 
more polished and have more impact than the earlier 
recording. 

The new recording will be available at local retail outlets 
soon, but advance copies may be obtained at Fiocchi’s 
Guitar Studio in Minotola or via mail order at Home At 
Last, P.O. Box 162, Minotola, NJ 08341.

This month, I’d like to show you sequences to add 
speed and smoothness to the scales of last month’s 
column. 

Example one is a sequence that will help get your alter- 
nate picking together. Always use alternate picking, es- 
pecially the A: note on the E string. This upstroke tends to 
sound weak if you don’t hit it evenly. 

Examples 2 and 3 are full ascending runs based on the 3 
note per string patterns. 

Example 4 is a three note per string octave idea. This 
helps you to move up the neck quickly, because you only 
use one left-hand shape.

GUNS N' ROSES 


Queen’s lead guitarist Brian May will embark on 
his first solo tour in the United States, as special 
guest for Guns N’ Roses in support of his debut 
solo record, ‘Back To The Light,” which is al- 
ready a smash hit in the rest of the world. 

The long-awaited album is scheduled to be re- 
leased by Hollywood Records on February 2. The 
song “Driven By You”’ is the premiere emphasis 
track to be serviced to AOR radio.

distinctive bass groove and soaring backing vocals and Paul 
Geary’s consistent pulse and no-frills drumming all con- 
tribute equally to create outstanding and adventure- 
some albums and live shows. Never before has that been 
more evident than in the context of the three disparate 
moods of III Sides To Every Story. 

The first segment of this varied effort presents Extreme 
at its most intense. As song titles like “Warheads,” “Pol- 
iticalamity” and the album’s first single, “Rest In Peace,” 
suggest, this premier installment critically addresses some 
of today’s most vital social issues, perhaps illustrated most 
dramatically with the recording of a Martin Luther King, 
Jr. speech featured on “Peacemaker Die” -- a cynical look 
at the execution of our world’s most important advocates 
of peace. Although it’s clear that this isn’t your typical 
pop album, Gary insists, “It’s not Extreme’s intention to 
preach.” 

“You've got to leave the interpretation up to the listen- 
er,” relates the lead vocalist. “For instance, the second 
section is a bit more obscure and introspective -- not so 
much ballads but Extreme obscurities -- “Seven Sundays,’ 
‘Stop The World,’ ‘Don’t Leave Me Alone’...They’re 
different tracks that slowly get darker, to set you up 
for the third side of the album.” 

The aforementioned third segment contains Extreme’s 
most ambitious project to date -- a three-movement 
sweeping epic entitled “Everything Under The Sun,” 
recorded at England’s Abbey Road studios with a 70- 
piece orchestra. 

“The first movement,” explains Cherone, “‘s called ‘Rise 
And Shine’ and describes a new day coming and the 
futility of it. The second movement, ‘Am I Ever Gonna 
Change,’ is more or less a confession, and the third move- 
ment, ‘Who Cares,’ is pretty much a coming home.” 

“Phis was kind of a dream of ours,” continues Betten- 
court, who shares production credit with Bob St. John. 
“Most of the kids today never had a chance to grow up 
with some of the bands of the seventies like Yes and 
Genesis and Kansas. Those bands had a lot to offer -- a 
sense of non-conformity was the greatest thing about 
them. You could listen to a Yes record and go off on a 
journey. That’s pretty much what our third side is, a 
musical journey.” 

While a 70-piece orchestra is not the most common 
element of a traditional. chart-topping hit, Extreme is 
not afraid of the unconventional. “I think music is one of 
the last tools we have capable of crossing over and break- 
ing down labels and barriers,” states Bettencourt. “Hope- 
fully these three sides will show people that music is just 
to be loved -- regardless of what kind it is or who’s doing 
it.” 

While some will consider the latest work to be a concept 
album, the members of Extreme are less philosophical. 
“We really just wanted a shot at doing a lot of different 
ideas,” admits Geary, “while still having them all together 
on one record.”

It is most accurate to say that The Jeff Healey Band’s 
latest release is a rock album -- encompassing everything 
from lightning blues-rockers to straight rock tunes to 
ballads. The key thing for rock fans is not going to be 
what it is, but how good it is. And it is good, the best this 
young band has produced. The playing is tighter, the ar- 
rangements are hotter and the sound is terrific. So what’s 
the explanation? 

Drummer Tom Stephen explains: “The band has ma- 
tured to the extent that we wanted to take on the ad- 
ditional responsibility as co-producers. Joe (Hardy) was 
very receptive to this whole situation. He really height- 
ened our awareness of what we were playing relative to 
each other, especially rhythmically and it’s quite apparent 
on this record. The whole atmosphere was very open and 
relaxed.” 

“On the other hand,” says Healey, “we’re all a lot more 
mature. It’s an intangible thing -- the difference between 
being 22 and 26. And we did have a new producer for this 
album -- Joe Hardy, who also worked with ZZ Top, Steve 
Earle and Tom Cochrane. But co-production is the key 
word. We finally had a lot of input, though it’s not like we 
were exactly dictated to on the other albums. On the 
other hand, we actually had much more time to record 
this album than the previous two and that really explains 
the difference in this album. We also did it in our own 
studios in Toronto, so we were never hassled to hurry, and 
we had the time to do exactly what we wanted to get the 
sound we wanted. The results are obvious.”

ST. VINCENT, British West Indies 
-- The tiny island nation of St. Vin- 
cent has just released a set of Elvis 
Presley postage stamps -- beating the 
U.S. Postal Service to the punch. 

“While the post office was trying 
to decide between the young and the 
old Elvis, heéte you have this tiny 
nation that’s issued nine different 
stamps showing Elvis in every stage 
of his career,” said Jeffrey Franz of 


The International Collectors Society 


in Baltimore, Maryland, who is dis- 
tributing the stamps in the U.S., 
“still, I don’t see the Postal Service 
getting all shook up over this.” 

Each of the nine stamps is about 
four times the size of the proposed 
U.S. stamp, and each stamp has a 
face value of $1.00. “They’re really 
quite stunning with all the colorful 
images printed together on the same 
commemorative sheet,” added Franz. 

The United States is issuing only 
one Elvis stamp -- the younger Elvis, 
based on the outcome of the national

vote taken by the postal service. A 
postal service spokesperson has in- 
dicated that at least 300 million U.S. 
stamps will be printed. 

“When you compare that to the St. 
Vincent issue which is a limited 
edition of a few thousand sets world- 
wide, rather than millions, you can 
see the appeal that the St. Vincent 
stamps will have to stamp collectors 
and Elvis fans,” pointed out Franz. 





The St. Vincent issue is legal for 
postage in St. Vincent and recog- 
nized by postal authorities through- 
out the world.
